“I know nothing about it,” said 
Dr. Murlel V. Roscoe, Warden of 
Royal Victoria College, when 
asked last night whether Fern 
Scott was « student at the Uni- 
versity. Dr Roscoe pointed out 
that any cu-ed gaining admission 
to McGill must obtain her per- 
sonal recommendation and that 
no such aporoval had been given. 


Several cenflicting reports were 
also made however. In a letter 
to The Daily. Miss Scott sald that 
she lived in St. Johns and gave 
a phone nuinber to prove it, In- 
vestigation showed that this was 
‘the Jacques Cartier street home 
of an employee of the Dawson 
bookstore. A phone call there 
met with the reply that Miss 
* Scott had been living there since 
last “Tuesday or Wednesday" and 
had not been away for any con- 
siderable length of time. 


Last Thursday, however, the
